After months of 
delay I was tried and conVicteid The 
President of the United States heard 
the facts, set aside the verdict. made 
me a lieu t-colonel, and ordered 
me, West for staff service with Gen. 
McPherson. At Kéei.esaw Mountain, 
While in command of two batteries, a 
Confederate shell exploded and [ was 
hit by a fragment. When I regained 
consciousness at night on the field I 
thought of my mother and John Ring. 
One of my arms was broken in two 
places, and there was a bad wound in 
my shoulder. I was in the hospital for 
a iong time. I continued to think of 
John Ring and my mother. I had 
earnest talks a with the chaplain, 
a Baptist minister. Since then I have 
tried to be a Christian. 

“When I could travel I went to 
Nashville for medical treatment. There 
Gen. George H. Thomas. gave me a 
dispatch for Gen. John A. Logan in 
Washington. The rough roads cause 
my wounds to open and I collapsed at 
Harpers Ferry. When I was well the 
war was over. . 

“T read law in Massachusetts, was 
graduated from Aibany University, 
and moved to Minneapolis. I joined a 
Baptist church in St. Paul and con- 
ducted a ngon prayer meeting for men’ 
in my law office. I also started a news- 
paper. Mrs. Conwell and I lived in two 
rooms. My practice increased and I 
bought a home. While at meeting of 
old soldiers my house burned to the 
ground. Reaching the scene, I suffered 
from a hemorrhage of the lungs. My 
doctors ordered me to a milder climate. 
But I was penniless. Friends persuaded 
the Governor to send me to Germany 
as immigrant agent for Minnesota. 
But my health was so bad that I 
couldn't perform my duties. Many 

hemorrhages followed. The physicians 
at a hospital in Paris found that a 
bullet with which I had been whunded 
early in the war had werked down into 
one of mr: lungs. I came to New-York 
and had the bullet removed by the 
surgeons of Bellevue Hospital. -

of inatitutions thus located or affiliated 
should be had in the future, wiile it 
fs believed that in some instanceg the 
conditions reveaied are not of the best 
type from the standpoint of general 
banking. 
RELATION BETWEEN BANKS. 
Although Comptroller Murray, 
through his recent questions to exam- 
iners, has obtained considerable useful 
information as to the relationships of 
banks belonging to diffcrent systems, it 
is probable that he has merely 
Scratched tue surface of an extremely 
interesting situation. The questions 
put by the Comptrolier related chiefly 
to the location of the*various institu- 
tions, it being asked whether the na- 
tional banks were situated in the same 
banking with State institutions 
or in the same . building. Included 
with this was a question regarding the 
“affiliations” existing between the dif- 
ferent classes of institutions. The re- 
— made by the examiners, nearly 100 
number, indicate, when digested, 
three classes of cases. In one, it secms 
that the juxtaposition of the banks in 
the same building or in the same of- 
fices ts the only apparent relationship 
between them-—it being assumed, of 
course, that there is the general good 
feeling that would accompany such a 
situation. In a second, it a aeoees that

The mere number of banks which are

In the examination 
districts the number of banks thus io- 
cated will vary all the way from none 
at all up to sixty or more, with excep- 
tional instances where the number is 
even higher. There are comparativel 
few districts where there are not sev- 
eral banks thus located. 

LOCATION AND OWNERSHIP. 
It appears to be the case that, where 
banks are thus closely located together, 
there is a similar closeness of affilia- 
tion in management. This is not al- 
ways true, as noted above, but appears 
to be the rule. In many instances, it 
would seem that the State benks or 
trust companies are really nothing 
more than departments of the national 
institutionsz to which they are allied. 
Where such a condition exists, there is, 
of .course, a possibility, which is aot 
an actuality in nearly all instances. 
that the dssets and cash of the insti- 
tutions will be shifted Back and forth 
as contingencies seem to require. There 
is not necessarily anything wrong with 
banks which act in this way, but it is 
obvious that under such conditions ex- 
aminations conducted on an indcepend- 
ent basis are not likely to produce 
very accurate results er to reveal witp. 
much correctness the true conditions 
prevailing in the institutions. This is 
why the Comptroller is seeking 
through agreement with State bank 
examiners to secure joint examinations 
of the institutions thus jointly located. 
The simultaneous character of the ex- 
amination, of course, prevents any 
concealment of the state of facts truly 
existing in either institution at the 
moment. While the conditions are not. 
as objectionable in the case of banks 
belonging to two different systems 
which are owned or controlied by the 
same people, the facts which have 
been revealed are such as to point di- 
rectly to the desirability of simultane- 
ous examinations of these institutions 
for reasons similar:to those which con- 
trol in the case of the institutions lo- 
cated in the same rooms or bullding-. 
The conditions which indicate the ad- 
visability of such a course seem to ex- 
ist more ilargely among the country 
banks or in smaller towns where banks 
of various kinds have sometimes been 
organized on the “chain” system for 
the purpose of coiperating with one 
another and controlling all the busi- 
ness of various classes to be found in 
such places. The situation in the 
larger cities is undoubtedly graver, 
since such objections as there are to 
the practice referred to are likely to 
be much increased in intensity in the 
larger piaces. But it is & noteworthy 
fact that in such cities there is com- 
paratively little remark on the part of 
the examiners indicating affliiations 
between State and natianal institutions, 
while in only a few conspicucus in- 
stances do the institutions occupy the

REMEDY AT HAND. 

The remedy which the Comptroller 
is applying is merely that of publicity 
That is to say, what he has done thus 
far is merely intended to bring to 
ent the. real state of facts existing 


banks. By so doing he will 
Pio light on what is being done, 
and, at least in the case of the na- 


tional banks, be able to assure him- 
self that the reports he is getting are 
not vitiated through the associations 
with a State bank. Even this is hard 
to do in some cases, because of the 
entire absence of State banking de- 

ments, as is the case in a few 

tates,( or else because of the refusal 
or unwillingness of State bank exam- 
iners to cobperate. There is, however, 
no doubt t the orders sent out will 
result in’ much greater coOperation 
than has been had heretofore. Then 
it will remain a question whether 
anything further can. be done to cor- 
rect unwise or wneatisfactory condi- 
tions that are shown to exist in the 
banks which are thus affiliated.
